This is an opportunity to place them at a respectable and f a i r ,
somewhat fair level, and from this point on, we could make
smaller increases. What the Legislature did l as t se ss i o n and
the Governor agreed with it, and I am appreciative of the fact
that it was done although it didn't put a nickel in m y pocke t ,
is that we raised the salary of the members of the Board of
Parole to a level that was more commensurate with what it should
be. It was not as high as I would have liked it to be, b ut i t
was much better than we had been doing. So this that I am
talking about now is only the Governor's salary , and I doub t
that there is anybody who could honestly say that a $75,000
salary for the Governor, when certain lawyers for public
agencies or political subdivisions make almost t hat m u c h ,
$75,000 is not unreasonable at all. Somebody is always going to
say you get what you pay f o r . If you don't pay anything, you
